Restructuring plans will come with a £150 million bill

A CONTROVERSIAL plan to trans¬ 
form NHS services and make sav¬ 
ings will itself cost £150m of tax¬ 
payer cash to deliver, it has been 
revealed. 

Health bosses have asked NHS Eng¬ 
land for the vast sum to carry out their 
sustainability and transformation plan 
(STP) for the the region, which is set 
to include the permanent loss of some 


acute services and consultant-led ma¬ 
ternity care at the Horton General 
Hospital. 

The figure was uncovered by the 
British Medical Association, which 
is concerned the ongoing national 
health shake-up is becoming ‘unwork¬ 
able’. 

Keith Strangwood, of the Keep the 
Horton General campaign, said: “This 
is typical. This is an unproven, untest¬ 
ed idea and could end up costing more 
than it saves.

“We have asked them about a 
cost analysis and their document 
doesn’t say a lot. You should pilot 
something before you do it.” 

Efforts to produce the STP are 
being led by 10 clinical commis¬ 
sioning groups across Oxfordshire, 
Buckinghamshire and Berkshire 
West. 

It aims to address staff shortages 
and avoid a financial gap of £479m 
by 2020 by streamlining NHS ser¬ 
vices and moving care away from 
hospital. 

Oxfordshire Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group, whose chief executive 
David Smith is leading the group 
working on the STP, could not say 
what the £150m was for. 

Spokeswoman Rachel McQuilliam 
said: “The £150m was an estimate 
of capital needed over a five-year 
period across the whole of the BOB 
[West Berkshire, Oxfordshire and 
Buckinghamshire] footprint. 


“Investment is needed in build¬ 
ings and technology to modernise 
the NHS and how care is delivered. 
The process of confirming capital 


requirements is currently ongo¬ 
ing.” 

The first part of the Oxfordshire 
arm of the STP is now out to con¬ 


sultation and includes the closure 
of up to 200 beds, with plans to re¬ 
duce critical care at the Horton, 
and move stroke services to Oxford, 


while increasing the hospital’s out¬ 
patient capacity, already out to pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

Mr Strangwood said: “The biggest 
part of STP is centralisation. While 
you centralise you do away with ser¬ 
vices around the county 

“Most of the money is going to be 
saved by taking staff at maternity 
and A&E away from the Horton. 
They call it ‘utilising sites’.” 

A spike in ‘bed-blocking’ in Ox¬ 
fordshire’s hospitals has been re¬ 
ported despite efforts by NHS trusts 
bringing it down to a record low of 
57 beds last June. 

In January a total of 124 people 
were stuck in acute beds, despite 
being medically fit to leave, and 119 
last week. 

Oxford University Hospitals NHS 
Foundation Trust spokesman Roy 
Probert said: “Some delayed pa¬ 
tients are waiting for a package of 
care at home, some a community 
hospital bed, some a place in a care 
home. The rise since the week after 
Christmas coincides with a period 
in which levels of hospital bed oc¬ 
cupancy have been high.” 

Plans affecting the Horton cur¬ 
rently out to consultation represent 
the local arm of the STP and are 
being split in half, with phase two 
of consultation likely to take place 
over the summer.

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Purple blooms appearing ahead of fundraising concerts 



THE first purple blooms are beginning 
to appear all over Banbury as the 
organisers of the 'Purple4Polio' 
campaign gear up for two huge 
fundraising concerts. 

The town's two Rotary Clubs 
planted almost 50,000 crocus corms 
across the town this year, adding to 
25,000 planted over the previous 
three. 


On Tuesday, March 7 and Thursday, 
March 9, children from Banbury 
schools will raise their voices at 
Crocus Concerts fundraising event to 
help beat polio for good. 

Polio is a potentially crippling and 
deadly infectious disease that still 
occurs in Pakistan, Afghanistan and 
Nigeria, where cash to continue 
vaccinations is needed.

"The purple crocus petal mirrors the 
dye marked on the finger of each 
child being vaccinated. We hope that 
everyone seeing a purple crocus this 
spring will be reminded of the link 
with polio and people will come 
along to the Crocus Concerts."

walk from Bridge Street Park along 
the canal towards Spiceball Park, then 
to St Mary's Churchyard.

Council seeking 
help to support 
refugee families 

GROUPS wanting to support Syrian 
refugee families are invited to a 
meeting on Wednesday, March 15 with 
Cherwell District Council. 

Participants will be updated on the 
local and national situation regarding 
the resettlement of Syrian people 
fleeing the civil war. 

It will also be a chance for individual, 
voluntary and faith groups to give 
ideas on how they may be able to offer 
assistance to the new arrivals. 

John Donaldson, the council’s lead 
member for housing, said: “The plight 
of the families fleeing the Syrian civil 
war has moved a great many of us in 
the district. 

“We are now inviting local people to 
come and talk to us about how they 
may be able to help these families to 
settle in successfully. 

“We are working hard with private 
sector landlords to find homes for the 
refugees, but as well as bricks and 
mortar, the families will need to feel 
welcomed.” 

In 2015, then-Prime Minister David 
Cameron announced that the UK 
would relocate 20,000 Syrian refugees 
during the lifetime of the current 
parliament. 

Cherwell has pledged to accept six 
families during this period and the 
first families are to arrive in the 
coming months, once accommodation 
has been arranged.

Prolific dealer 
is jailed again

Drugs peddler with 247 
convictions back behind 
bars after £2,840 bust 

A ‘PERSISTENT’ dealer convict¬ 
ed of 247 offences is behind bars 
once again after being caught 
dishing out drugs in the city 

Michael Lilley, who has been 
breaking the law since 1989, con¬ 
fessed he turned to street dealing 
to fund his £60-a-day drug addic¬ 
tion. 

The convict, whose 14-year 
drug addiction landed him be¬ 
hind bars for 20 months on 
Thursday, claimed he “relapsed” 
and fell into depression after the 
death of his dog last year. 

Sentencing at Oxford Crown 
Court, Judge Maria Lamb con¬ 
demned Lilley for his “exten¬ 
sive” criminal record before also 
slapping him with a financial 
penalty. 

The 45-year-old told his part¬ 
ner sitting in the public gallery 
to “count down”, miming “I love 
ya” as he was escorted from the 
dock. 

Officers searched a Banbury 
property where Lilley was stay¬ 
ing, discovering packages con¬ 
taining amphetamine in his 
bedroom and a set of scales last 
February. 

Drugs with a street value of 
£2,840, weighing 387.79g, were

uncovered, while drug-dealing 
text messages were on his phone, 
prosecutor Alexandra Bull said. 

Lilley was stopped by police 
while driving in Banbury last 
July, when police stumbled upon 
more than 72g of amphetamine, 
worth at least £1,200, and flower¬ 
ing cannabis buds. 

The drug dealer was arrested in 
relation to an unrelated matter 
when officers discovered canna¬ 
bis resin concealed in his inner 
jacket pocket last November. 

Defence barrister Gordana 
Turudij a-Austin said Lilley can¬ 
not fund his drug habit through 


“legitimate means”, with him us¬ 
ing a “substantial” bulk of drugs 
each day. 

The defendant also cares for 
his partner, the barrister told the 
court on Thursday. 

Lilley, of Hearthway, Banbury, 
admitted possessing ampheta¬ 
mine, a class B drug, with intent 
to supply on February 18 and 
July 13 last year. 

He also admitted possessing 
cannabis, a class B drug, with in¬ 
tent to supply on July 13 last year, 
and possession of the drug on No¬ 
vember 26 last year. 

Judge Maria Lamb ordered him 
to pay a victim surcharge and 
£383.55 costs, as well as forfeiture 
and destruction of the drugs.

The British Trust for Ornithology 
(BTO) has put out the appeal for 
people to help with its 2017 Breeding 
Bird Survey. 

More than 3,600 randomly- 
selection 1km squares are surveyed 
across the UK each year by 
volunteer birders as part of the 
citizen science project.

A FIRST-TIME mum has 
thanked hospital staff for 
helping her through the ‘roll¬ 
ercoaster ride’ of her son’s 
first few months by signing 
up for the 0X5 Run. 

Alistair Douglas was born with 
a cleft lip and palette, holes in 
his heart, and a gap between his 
feeding tube and breathing tube. 

He spent the first four months 
of his life at Oxford Children’s 
Hospital but now, aged four, he is 
thriving at school and has even 
started learning to swim. 

His mum Jen, following on 
from dad Rob who raised more 
than £3,500 by taking part last 
year, has started training for this 
year’s five-mile run at Blenheim 
Palace. 

The 37-year-old said: “All the 
staff at the hospital were really 
supportive and friendly. It was a 


bit of a rollercoaster ride but we 
had so much support, particu¬ 
larly from the respiratory team. 

“We spent a lot of time in in¬ 
tensive care and Alistair became 
a bit of a poster boy. Everyone 
was so great to him. 

“He is doing very well now, his 
speech has been delayed but he 
loves going to school and since 
the last operation in the summer 
he has started swimming which 
he loves.” 

The four-year-old, who goes to 
Bishop Loveday Primary School, 
was twice put on a ventilator in 
his first few months as doctors 
and nurses worked to get him 
healthy enough to go home. 

After a stressful first six weeks 
of journeys from Bodicote to the 
hospital in Headington, the cou¬ 
ple were provided with a bed at 
Ronald McDonald House on the 
top floor of the hospital. 

This month’s 0X5 will raise 
money for a new 62-bedroom 
Ronald McDonald House facility 
and the engineer said it was why 
she was taking part. 

She said: “Being able to stay at 
Ronald McDonald House made a 
humongous difference. The first 
six weeks when we were going 
back and forth from Bodicote 


were quite draining. 

“It’s much easier being two 
floors away and being told your 
child is going on a ventilator 
than being an hour away. 

“You’re not physically doing 
anything but the emotional en¬ 
ergy that goes into such a roller¬ 
coaster, especially with our first 
child, meant it was so important 
we had somewhere close by we 
could stay” 

She added: “I started running 
in January with one of these 
couch to 5k apps and through 
a combination of walking and 
running I’ll make it around. 

“I just want to raise anything I 
can for the hospital.” 

The 0X5 Run is being spon¬ 
sored by recruitment firm Allen 
Associates for the ninth year. 

Last year’s event saw a record- 
breaking £115,000 raised, which 
has already been spent on a 
sensory room to educate and 
entertain children in the high 
dependency unit, equipment to 
stabilise premature babies and 
a specialist nurse for children 
with severe asthma.

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No tax rise despite cut in grants 



Labour lambasts 1.25% hike 
in allowances for councillors

CHERWELL District Council has 
insisted it will be able to protect its 
services despite a 12.7 per cent cut in 
government funding and a continued 
council tax freeze. 

On February 20 councillors approved the 
budget for the 2017/18 financial year, which 
will deliver all of its services for a grand 
total of £18.8m. 

For the eighth year running the local au¬ 
thority has pledged not to increase council 
tax but was divided on the decision to in¬ 
crease councillors’ allowances. 

The budget will pay for services in North 
Oxfordshire including waste and recycling 
collections, leisure centres, planning and 
street cleansing. 

Council lead member for finance Ken 
Atack said: “We are following through on 
our pledge to protect services without forc¬ 
ing people to pay more. 

“The current climate makes it very hard 
for the council to protect services without 
placing an excessive burden on taxpayers. 

“However our proactive approach means 
that we can balance our books without af¬ 
fecting frontline services.” 

The 2017 business plan lists a number of 
key pledges including the delivery of the 
Bicester Healthy New Town project and the 
completion of the pavilion at the White- 
lands Farm Sports Ground. 

It also pledges a fast response time when 
dealing with flytips, the improvement of 
the lives of the most vulnerable through its 


‘Brighter Futures’ initiative and an ongoing 
commitment to retaining the widest level of 
service provision at the Horton General Hos¬ 
pital. 

Labour councillors lambasted and voted 
against the plans to increase allowances by 


1.25 per cent, which were eventually passed. 

The Labour contingent also voted against 
blue badge holders continuing to be charged 
to park their cars in district council-owned car 
parks. 

Group leader Sean Woodcock said: “It will be 


highly offensive for councillors to accept a pay 
rise at a time when there is a national crisis in 
social care. 

“We continue to oppose a regime where those 
higher up the organisation get larger pay in¬ 
creases than those lower down the pay scale.”

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Councils’ row puts funding for 
major county schemes ‘at risk’ 



One Oxfordshire says 
devolution is dead, but 
authorities disagree

A BID to seek hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of pounds for Oxford¬ 
shire’s roads and infrastructure 
is in danger of collapse, it has 
been warned. 

Council leaders originally hoped 
to submit devolution proposals to 
the Government next month but re¬ 
cent infighting may now have scup¬ 
pered this plan, the Banbury Cake 
has been told. 

The proposals drawn up by the six 
biggest councils would have asked 
for major new powers and funding 
for housing, further education and 
transport projects including Oxford 
railway station’s redevelopment or 
a scheme to make the A40 a dual car¬ 
riageway east of Witney. This would 
have been controlled by an elected 
mayor and combined authority, in 
a model based on a successful bid 
by Cambridge and Peterborough 
worth £800m. 

But it has been eclipsed by the row 
about Oxfordshire County Coun¬ 
cil’s calls for a new “super council”, 


with other authorities accusing it 
of trying to “kill off” devolution. 

On the “One Oxfordshire” website 
explaining its proposal for a coun¬ 
tywide, unitary authority - which 
would replace existing councils - 
the county council claimed devolu¬ 
tion was “dead”. It added: “Devolu¬ 
tion will not deliver infrastructure 


investment, only unitary will.” 

County council spokeswoman 
Emily Reed yesterday insisted the 
authority was “happy” to work on a 
devolution bid, but added: “The real 
question is whether central govern¬ 
ment continues to have the appetite 
for such devolution proposals. 

“Government remains keen to 


see the One Oxfordshire proposals. 
That’s why we say a unitary council 
with a substantial investment fund 
is the most likely way to meet the 
county’s infrastructure needs.” 

But the comments were described 
as sabotage by Oxford City Coun¬ 
cil leader Bob Price, who claimed 
they made “a self-serving argu¬ 


ment”. He told the Oxford Times: 
“It is only two weeks since county 
council leader Ian Hudspeth and the 
district council leaders confirmed 
our agreement to work quickly to 
produce a devolution proposal for 
submission to government in early 
March. Now the county council is 
claiming ‘devolution is dead’. 

“While Cambridge is forging 
ahead with a billion-pound deal, the 
county council has turned its back 
on the opportunity to secure invest¬ 
ment for the housing and transport 
needs in Oxfordshire.” 

James Mills, leader of West Ox¬ 
fordshire District Council, said 
claims the Government had aban¬ 
doned its devolution agenda were 
“untrue”. He added: “It is wrong 
to conflate the issue of a unitary 
council with devolution. Devolution 
is about new powers and money, lo¬ 
cal government reorganisation is 
about reducing overheads.” 

The Department for Communi¬ 
ties and Local Government rejected 
claims it was no longer interested in 
devolution, but added: “Ministers 
are clear where significant powers 
are transferred they must be ac¬ 
companied by strong governance 
and wide local support.” 

The county council - supported 
by Vale of White Horse and South 
Oxfordshire district councils - says 
£20 million a year could be saved by 
a new single authority

MP decries ‘politically 
driven’ scheme that left 
head teacher ‘infuriated’

SCHOOLS in Oxfordshire could 
be left with peeling paintwork 
and broken heating at the ex¬ 
pense of the government’s “po¬ 
litically driven” free schools 
programme, it has been warned. 

Government spending watchdog 
the National Audit Office (NAO) 
said £7.1bn was needed to bring all 
schools in the country up to a good 
standard. 

But by 2022 the government will 
spend an estimated £2.5bn on buy¬ 
ing land needed for free schools - 
which can be set up by community 
groups, charities and businesses. 

Lynn Knapp, head teacher of 
Windmill Primary School in Head- 
ington, said local authority-run 
schoolscould fall into disrepair. 

She said: “We have got less money 
to spend on maintenance but it is an 
old building from 1935 that is start¬ 
ing to deteriorate. Trying to keep on 
top of that is hard. It could end up 
like Rose Hill Primary School if it 
is not well maintained. 


“Children need an environment 
that is safe and conducive to learn¬ 
ing. If you have paint peeling off the 
walls and you have damp it leads to 
problems. 

“The free school agenda infuriates 
me.” 

Children at Rose Hill were forced 
to wear hats and gloves in class in 
late 2015 after the boiler broke and 


temperatures dropped to 10° C. 

In Oxfordshire in the current fi¬ 
nancial year schools have been allo¬ 
cated £346m from the government’s 
main schools grant - which must 
also be used for paying staff and 
buying equipment. 

In comparison, the new Swan Free 
School planned to open in 2019 will 
cost an estimated £25m while an¬ 


other free school trust has plans to 
expand into Headington. 

On Tuesday, the county council 
voted to contribute £2m towards the 
construction of the Swan School. 

The £25m the council expects the 
government to spend on the Swan 
School is more than the average 
free school because the Department 
for Education will have to find new 


accommodation for Meadowbrook 
College and Oxfordshire Hospital 
School. 

Both are based at the Harlow Cen¬ 
tre site earmarked for school. 

It will be the second school in 
MP Andrew Smith’s Oxford East 
constituency. The Labour MP said: 
“This National Audit Office report 
is powerful independent confir¬ 
mation of what many of us have 
argued all along - that the money 
the government is pumping into its 
politically driven free schools pro¬ 
gramme is coming at the expense 
of the funding and upkeep of main¬ 
stream schools.” 

Free schools, which do not have 
to follow the national curriculum, 
can change the length of terms and 
the school day. They were created in 
2010 by the coalition governmentr. 

County council cabinet member 
for education Steve Harrod said: 
“It is obviously the case that large 
sums of money are being allocated 
nationally for free schools, while 
funds for the maintenance and re¬ 
pair of existing school buildings 
in Oxfordshire and the rest of the 
country remain limited.” 

A Department for Education 
spokesman said: “The government 
is making a huge investment in the 
school estate of £23bn up to 2021, 
deliver 500 new free schools, and 
rebuild and refurbish buildings at 
more than 500 schools.”

LOGAN (15, 137 mins) Action/

Time waits for no mutant in 
Hugh Jackman’s grim and 
explosively violent swansong as 
one of the most iconic 
characters in the X-Men. 

Set in the year 2029, Logan 
paints a bleak portrait of super- 
powered beings on the verge of 
extinction in a brutal, intolerant 
world that destroys what it 
cannot understand. 

Director James Mangold 
turbocharges the muscular 
action sequences including 
several bruising skirmishes 
between the lead character and 
his pursuers that invariably end 
with those razor-sharp claws. 

There is plenty of spectacle 
here, punctuating a moving 
story of unconventional 
families in crisis, exemplified by 
the touching relationship 
between the title character and 
his 90-year-old surrogate father, 
Professor Charles Xavier 
(Patrick Stewart). 

When protegee defies mentor, 
Stewart’s potty-mouthed 
outbursts are tinged with regret 
and a mournful 

acknowledgement that no-one is 
immune from death’s icy grasp. 

World-weary Logan (Jackman) 
lives in a tumbledown ranch in 
the desert, where he cares for 
ailing Professor Xavier aided by 
albino tracker Caliban (Stephen 
Merchant). 

Logan’s abilities as Wolverine 
are waning - pus oozes from his 
knuckles when he retracts his 
Adamantium claws and his body 
no longer self-heals. 

Out of the blue, a nurse called 


Gabriela (Elizabeth Rodriguez) 
contacts Logan and offers him 
$50,000 to drive a mysterious girl 
called Laura (Dafne Keen) to “a 
place up north” called Eden. 

The child is a vital link to a 
new generation of mutants and 
is being pursued by surgeon Dr 
Zander Rice (Richard E Grant). 

En route, Logan discovers 
secrets about his inglorious past 
and reluctantly takes on the role 
of the little girl’s protector.

This chocolate box of histori¬ 
cal fact and forbidden romance 
aims for a similar collision of 
upstairs downstairs affairs of 
the heart as Downton Abbey. 

The script’s frothy rendering 
of a dark, blood-soaked episode 
on the subcontinent, which re¬ 
sulted in the mass migration of 
14 million people, is epitomised 
by one emotional scene. 

Hindu and Muslim servants at 


the eponymous residence come 
to blows over their beliefs and 
the viceroy’s dour, Scottish head 
of household (David Hayman) is 
knocked to the floor in the com¬ 
motion. 

Chadha and co-writers Paul 
Mayeda Berges and Moira Buffi- 
ni distil complex political wran¬ 
gling into a glossy soap opera, 
replete with an implausibly tidy 
and emotionally manipulative 
final act that shamelessly tugs 
heartstrings. 

Lord Louis Mountbatten (Hugh 
Bonneville) arrives in the swel¬ 
ter of 1947 Delhi at the behest 
of King George VI to replace Ar¬ 
chie Wavell (Simon Williams) as 
viceroy of India and oversee the 
transfer of power. 

Lady Edwina Mountbatten 
(Gillian Anderson) and daugh¬ 
ter Pamela (Lily Travers) also 
make the journey in the face of 
shocking reports about sectar¬ 
ian violence. 

Louis and chief of staff Lord 
Ismay (Michael Gambon) host 
the political elite - including 
Mahatma Gandhi (Neeraj Gabi) 
- to debate the way forward. 

Meanwhile, romance blos¬ 
soms between two members of 
the household - Hindu servant 
Jeet (Manish Dayal) and Mus¬ 
lim sweetheart Aalia (Huma 
Qureshi) - who will be torn 
apart if partition goes ahead. 

Viceroy’s House apportions 
sympathy between the central 
characters, including Lord 
Mountbatten, who is portrayed 
as a pawn of a distant British 
government that intends to im¬ 
plement its crude exit strategy, 
regardless of the repercussions. 

Solid production values evoke 
the post-war period and Om 
Puri, who died in January, en¬ 
joys a small, yet affecting sup¬ 
porting role as a blind father. 


Cake Bookworm 


A Line Made By Walking by Sara 
Baume is published in hardback 
by William Heinemann, priced 
£12.99 (ebook £9.49). 

Sara Baume's work does not rely on 
narrative. Her writing flourishes be¬ 
cause instead of depending on plot 
devices, it takes time to thoroughly 
explore the minds of its protago¬ 
nists. Her first work. Spill Summer 
Falter Wither, focused on the mind 
of a man who socialised predomi¬ 
nately with his dog. Her second, A 
Line Made By Walking, focuses on 
that of Frankie, a young artist who, 
failing to master city life, retreats to 
her deceased grandmother's bun¬ 
galow in the countryside. Whilst 
there, Frankie finds her days pass 
her by, achieving very little, but 
eventually she begins to seek com¬ 
fort and artistic inspiration in the 
nature that surrounds her. Baume's 
sophomore effort is a masterclass 
in the power of prose. Frankie's 
depression and insecurities unfold 
in the most three-dimensional of 
ways. They do not feel like plot 
devices, but instead permeate the 
novel as they do life. A brilliant 
work that will likely resonate with 
anyone who's ever felt a little lost 
in their twenties and beyond.

City Of Friends by Joanna Trollope

Emotional turmoil, often hidden be¬ 
neath a facade of brave faces and 
stiff-upper-lip normality, is among 
the trademarks of Joanna Trollope's 
contemporary work, whether it's 
affairs of the heart, family issues, 
bereavement, betrayal and a 
variety of social dilemmas. Her 20th 
novel centres on four ambitious fe¬ 
male friends who have shared joys 
and heartache since university and 
are now nearing their fifties and in 
high-flying careers. But the dynam¬ 
ics of the group change when one 
of them is sacked and there follows 
a series of complications arising 
from betrayals, interwoven through 
both their professional and private 
lives, which threaten the future 
of the friendships. Told in chap¬ 
ters focusing on each of the four 
protagonists individually, Trollope's 
work cleverly tackles contemporary 
issues and raises the age-old ques¬ 
tion: can women have it all? Her 
observations are as astute as ever, 
as female friendships, tricky teen¬ 
agers, fractured families, elderly 
relatives and workplace issues are 
all thrown into the mix. She makes 


an excellent case for the viewpoint 
that having an enjoyable job can 
save a woman's sanity.

In a horrific turn of events, a body 
is found with the mutilated parts 
of six victims sewn together like 
a puppet, dubbed the 'ragdoll' 
by the media. Detective William

case with his ex-partner Detective 
Emily Baxter. Fawkes must identify 
the six victims, but events get even 
more complicated when the killer 
issues a "hit list" of six people, and 
the dates on which they'll die, and 
the last name on the list is Fawkes 
himself. This is a real rollercoaster 
of a ride and a deliciously dark 
thriller as time quickly passes and 
the police flounder to find answers 
in this mad, twisted investigation.

AS A care worker you’ll of¬ 
ten find yourself in other 
people’s homes, whether 
their own house or a care fa¬

Often you’11 also be in close 
physical contact and have access 
to confidential personal details.
